be plagued forever by deadweight. 


Fleet Uses of Aluminum 

During the last 20 years alumi- 
num truck, bus, and trailer bodies 
have been widely accepted by pro- 
gressive fleet owners. Many of the 
highway units in service today are 
utilizing considerable quantities of 
aluminum in side panels, side posts, 
rub rails, roof bows, inner lin- 
ings, cross members, longitudinals, 
floors, tailgates, upper fifth wheel 
plates, doors, spring brackets, 
frames, cabs, fenders, gas _ tanks, 
bumpers, and hardware. The appli- 
cation of lightweight alloys to 
truck chassis construction also of- 
fers interesting possibilities for 
profitable weight reduction. Par- 
tially aluminized chassis have been 
built with savings in weight of as 
much as 2,900 lb. This saving, 
however, does not represent the 
maximum that can be obtained in 
some chassis. Few radical changes 
are expected in light metal trailer 
and body construction for some 
time, since designs were well es- 
tablished before the war. 

In addition to saving weight in 
body construction, many operators 
have sought the use of aluminum 
for such parts as rear axles, axle 
housings, wheels, hubs, brake shoes, 
transmission cases and covers, and 
other parts that comprise the un- 
sprung weight of their vehicles. In 
this connection, recent develop- 
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ments indicate that the fleet oper- 
ator will get even lighter-weight 
equipment in the near future. De- 
velopment work is progressing rap- 
idly on forged spoke and disc-type 
wheels, and aluminum torque con- 
verters. Aluminum pistons, long a 
favorite in the transportation field, 
are likely to be more generally used 
than in pre-war days because of 
their light weight and superior 
thermal characteristics. 

The light metal industries have 
made their products available in 
all of the commonly used construc- 
tion forms, including sheet, extruded 
shapes, tubing, sand castings, die 
castings, and forgings. For the 
standard types of truck bodies, the 
cost of fabrication is about the 
same for aluminum as for other 
metals, but the material cost is 
somewhat higher. Truck operators, 
however, will find that they can 
“write off” this higher first cost of 
light metal construction through 
profits resulting from _ increased 
payload revenue; fuel, oil, and tire 
savings; and, in many instances, 
lower registration fees and taxes. 


Costs A Factor 

At the present time the highway 
transportation industry is greatly 
concerned over the problems of 
vehicle maintenance resulting from 
the increasing high costs of labor 
and materials. Performance rec- 
ords have proved that light metal 
truck and trailer bodies require 
minimum maintenance because of 
their resistance to corrosion and 


their durability and strength in 
withstanding the hard knocks of 
heavy haulage. Since aluminum 
does not rust, many operators elim- 
inate the expense of paint mainte- 
nance altogether by leaving the ex- 
teriors of bodies in the natural 
finish. When painting is desired, 
a properly applied paint on either 
aluminum or magnesium will out- 
last that on most other materials. 
A recent impartial survey on 
truck and trailer maintenance 
costs, conducted by an independent 
organization which sampled oper- 
ators of 49,367 vehicles, revealed 
that 35° of the owners who an- 
swered were using aluminum as a 
primary construction material for 
their highway units. A majority of 
these owners, 73°, experienced ex- 
cellent results from their aluminum 
units; only 11% indicated poor 
experience; and 16% did not an- 
swer. Their reasons for using 
aluminum, listed in order of popu- 
larity, were as follows: (1) lighter 
weight, (2) inexpensive for gen- 
eral fleet maintenance, (3) inex- 
pensive to repair, (4) longer life, 
(5) no painting necessary, (6) bet- 
ter sanitation and cleanliness for 
food products, (7) less paint main- 
tenance, and (8) non-sparking.

Today’s trend toward light metal 
construction in the highway trans- 
portation field is proceeding at a 
rapidly increasing pace.

Research engineers, work- 
ing in close cooperation with those 
who design, produce and operate 
commercial vehicles, are incorpor- 
ating many of the successful war- 
time technological developments 
into everyday transportation prob- 
lems in an effort to provide more 
efficient and economical highway 
units.

HOUSANDS upon thousands of trucks roll over 

the highways pulling far greater loads than they 

can carry. The explanation, of course, is that in 
the tractor-trailer combination the load is distributed 
over at least one more axle, more springs, and more 
tires. Consequently a tractor-trailer combination can 
handle loads with safety that would seriously if not 
dangerously overload a straight truck. 

Statistics have it that a conventional 1! .-ton tractor- 
trailer (20-ft. van trailer) of average make is able to 
pull some 712 tons over a hard surfaced highway, but 
under the same condition can carry less than one-half 
the load as a straight truck (9-ft. van body). Fig. 1. 

Besides possessing such advantages as greater load 
carrying ability, more productivity at lower cost per- 
ton-mile, and handling “shuttle” operations where one 
truck-tractor handles two or more trailers the tractor- 
trailer combination, pivoted substantially in the center, 
can get in and out of tight spots often impossible with 
a straight truck of less capacity. Fig. 2. 

Trailer manufacturers emphasize other advantages, 
as for example: 

Long life (one trailer often outlasts several trac- 
tors). 

Easy loading and unloading. 

More body space for bulky loads without increase 
in engine size. 

Lower tire costs. 

Less garage space needed because only the tractor 
is housed.

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In contemplating trailers for transportation jobs 
the operator is first of all confronted with answering 
two important questions: 


What commodity is to be hauled? 
Where is it to be hauled?

The answer to question No. 1 reveals whether or 
not the capacity of the trailer calls for bulk, tonnage, 
or both. It also immediately reveals whether or not 
the operator must consider state restrictions as to 
length of vehicle, axle and gross weight, and others. 
It affords some idea, too, as to type of body—open or 
closed, van, rack or platform, drop or straight frame, 
refrigerated unit, and so on. 

The truck-tractor is another factor which must be 
considered because wheelbase, weight, tire size, and 
other items are governing factors in finding out the 
load the trailer can carry under restrictions of length 
and weight. 


In probably most instances highway laws are the 
controlling factor in the consideration of trailer 
recommendations for specific types of hauling. It 
would be comparatively simple to equip to fit the job 
if the operator had to concern himself only with axle 
loads, frames, tires, springs, and so on. Often state 
laws are complex. There usually are several control- 
ling factors which means that in interstate operations 
the most restrictive of these is the one which must be 
watched above all others. 

Weight restrictions in most states are based on (1) 
weight per axle, (2) weight per inch of tire width, 
(3) flat gross weight or weight per running foot 
(formula) or both. The formula differs in the various 
states. 

For example, one state has for gross allowable 
weight on a two-axle tractor and a one axle semi- 
trailer combination the formula 750 (L —- 40), in 
which 750 represents the load in pounds allowed per 
running foot. Letter L is the distance in feet between 
the center line of the front or first axle and the center 
line of the last axle on the trailer. The figure 40 is 
a constant. 

If an operator figures on operating in this state a 
tractor-trailer unit wherein the L factor is 32 ft. the 
gross allowable weight would be 750 times (32 -+- 40) 
or 750 times 72 which equals 54,000 Ib. 

In some other state the formula may remain the 
same excepting that the load allowed per running foot 
may have a different numerical value. This obviously 
changes the gross allowable weight. For example, 
where the allowable load in pounds per running foot 
is 800 lb. for the same tractor-trailer combination just 
mentioned the gross allowable weight would be 57,600 
lb. It should be borne in mind, however, that there is 
more to consider than the allowable load per running 
foot in the formula states. There are restrictions as 
to the amount of the total weight each axle will carry 
or there may even be a flat gross restriction. What- 
ever is the most restrictive limitation also becomes 
the limiting factor. 

The distance between the first and last axle (the 
L factor) is not restricted in formula states, but since

nearly all place a restriction on the maximum lengt} 
of the tractor-trailer combination it automatically 
places a limit on the L factor. This, then, means the 
type of equipment and its make-up plays an important 
part in the selection of equipment to fit the job, and 
it might be added—to fit the state 

Overall length restrictions had much to do with the 
introduction a few years ago of the cab-over-engine 
type tractor. These short-wheelbased units naturally 
allow more trailer length to comply with over-all length 


restrictions 


Total Weight Carried By Each Axle 


The total weight of a tractor-trailer unit is taken 
at all times upon the axles of the combination. Each 
axle takes its proportionate share of the total load 
but in most hauling operations the load is not equally 
divided among all axles. Obviously, the front axle 
of a tractor-trailer unit will not carry the same load 
as imposed on the rear axle of the tractor or the 
trailer 

The operator, of course, knows the particular weight 
required by the operation as well as the legal weight 
allowed—so his job is to go back and determine the 
weights, also adjusting the payload so the total adds 
up correctly. 

Trailer makers usually have available tables show- 
ing rated axle capacities and other important speci 
fications of their trailers. These tables are necessary 
in making correct model selections to fit the job. 
Among the items the operator must know when it 
comes to figuring weight distribution are the follow 


ing: 


Tractor weight on front axle. 

Tractor weight on rear axle 
Fifth-wheel weight on tractor rear axle 
Trailer weight on tractor rear axle 
Trailer weight on trailer axle 

Payload weight on tractor rear axle 
Payload weight on the trailer axle. 


Knowing the weight restriction per axle the oper- 
ator will tentatively select a trailer from the maker’s 
specifications that has an axle capacity which comes 
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close to the restricting factor as regards allowable 
weight per axle. 

From the trailer manufacturer or his representa- 
tive the operator will be able to pick a trailer length 
which is right and which will give unladen trailer 
weights as well as the overall length of the combina 
tion. 

If the operator already has the tractor the various 
factors effecting the weight distribution of the trac- 
tor-trailer unit are usually known. If a new tractor 
is contemplated the dealer may have to give the oper 
ator the weights or other specifications. If the 
dealer must be consulted for information he should 
be given the total pay load and total gross load weights 
from which he can make recommendations for the 
tractor besides giving the front axle and rear axl 
weights. 

The preliminary figures may show that the weights 
per axle are satisfactory so that the total weight is 
kept within the limit, but the distance between the 
first axle and last axle may exceed state restrictions 

This brings up fifth wheel location, an important 
variable when figuring weight distribution. A _ point 
to remember when figuring tractor-trailer weight 
distribution is that the best way to shift gross weight 
on the tractor axles is to alter the location of the fifth 
wheel relative to the rear axle of the tractor. Fig. 5 

It becomes obvious that placing the fifth wheel 
ahead of the tractor rear axle shortens the overall 
length of the tractor-trailer unit. Also, it perm 
longer trailer within a given overall length 

Placing the fifth wheel ahead of the tract 
ixle places more weight on the tractor front 
This often gives better steering, balance, and maneu\ 
erability. Very often, too, the payload is increased 1 
proportion to the weight transferred to the tractor 
front axle. The trailer axle load is, of course, 
reduced by altering the fifth wheel location 

When the fifth wheel is placed directly over the 
center line of the tractor rear axle it puts all the for- 
ward weight of the trailer on this axle. While it is 
not possible to do so, if the fifth wheel were placed 
exactly between the front and rear tractor axles each 
axle would carry one-half of the trailer’s forward

fundamentals of mainten- 
anee to consider for more 
power and economy 


N all transportation the first requisite is economy 
of operation and the second is trouble free servic: 
over a maximum period of time. These two factors 

go hand-in-hand to produce profitable results for the 
operator 

Since the engines used in vehicles are the main 
power source they must be given first consideration 
from a service viewpoint. Engines which show a 
steady increase in fuel and oil consumption are the 
ones that lower the economy of operation and should 
immediately be given a thorough inspection to de 
termine the amount of reconditioning necessary to 
restore top performance and normal operating effi 
ciency 

Only thorough inspection and testing will determine 
the cause of the trouble and what must be done to 
overcome the condition. Many times these troubles 
have the same symptoms and only careful checking 
and testing will reveal the actual cause. Once the 
cause is determined it is then a case of using the 
proper procedure and method to overcome the troubk 
In many cases there may be a combination of reasons 
why the trouble exists. That is the reason why too 
much emphasis cannot be placed on the necessity of 
complete diagnosis. 

In making an inspection the first point to conside) 
is external oil leaks. External oil leaks are usually 
visible and are not too hard to find. In many cases 
however these leaks are caused by damaged internal 
oil seals and show up as external leaks. In these 
cases it is necessary to partially dismantle the engine 
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to correct the condition, provided that the amount of 
leakage indicates it is the cause of the excessive oi! 
consumption. 

The second point to check for excessive oil consump- 
tion is oil in abnormal quantities reaching the com 
bustion chamber. There are a number of points to be 
checked to find the cause of the condition 

Worn valve guides are one of the sources through 
which oil may reach the combustion chambet This 
source may be checked after the cylinder head is rv 
moved and the valves are out. If the intake valves 
show an excessive accumulation of carbon under th 
head it indicates that oil is being sucked through the 
valve guides and into the combustion chamber. Valve 
stem to valve guide clearance should be checked by) 
using pilots and 0 to 1 inch micrometers 

Another source from which oil may enter the cor 
bustion chamber is through a defective vacuum booster 
pump. This condition may be easily checked by re 
moving the line from the pump to the intake mani 
fold Blow the line out and observe if ther al 
accumulation of oil in the line If there is any indic: 
tion of oil, the pump diaphragm should be replaced 

With the cylinder head off, check the carbon de 
posit on top ol the pistons Wet carbon gene rally ! 
dicates the presence of oil in the combustion chan 
ber. If it has been determined that the oil is not 
reaching the combustion chamber from either the 1 
take valves or the vacuum booster pump the onl) 
other point from which the oil can enter is past th 
piston rings.

test on the bearings by attaching a pressure tester 
to the oil line and forcing oil through the passages. 
Observe the amount of oil forced out around the bear- 
ings. If the oil is forced out in a steady stream the 
bearings should be replaced with new ones. The 
normal amount of oil that should show from the bear- 
ing is up to 150 drops per minute. 

After the piston and rod assemblies are removed 
the crankshaft throws should be “miked” to determine 
the amount of out-of-round. This will definitely in- 
dicate if it is necessary to grind the crankshaft and 
equip with undersize bearings. Excessive throw-off 
from the bearings is one of the main causes of high 
Oil consumption. Unless this condition is corrected 
at the time of engine overhaul any subsequent service 
work will not give the normal economy over a suffi- 
cient length of time. 

With piston and connecting rod assemblies removed, 
the cylinder bores should be checked for out-of-round 
and taper with an inside micrometer or a dial indica- 
tor. In general, if the taper does not exceed .003 
in. per inch of ring travel and the out-of-round does 
not exceed .001 per inch of cylinder bore, new rings 
may be installed without reconditioning the bores. 
This applies only where correctly designed rings are 
used to take care of this wear. The best practice to 
follow, however, is that recommended by the engine 
manufacturer. 


bs 


If the pistons are to be re-used in the engine they 
should be thoroughly cleaned inside and out with 
suitable groove cleaning tools and cleaning solution. 
Never use a power driven wire brush to clean the 
ring grooves; it rounds the edges of the grooves and 
promotes blow-by. Often the top groove is con- 
siderably worn and in these cases the piston may be 
re-used by machining the groove and using a wider 
ring or a steel spacer provided by the piston ring 
manufacturer for this purpose. When fitting the 
ring to the grooves in the pistons the rings should be 
checked for side clearance in the grooves in accord- 
ance with the manufacturer’s standards. Generally, 
compression ring side clearance is .0015 to .003 in. 
and oil ring clearance .001 to .0025 in. In some cases 
where steel pistons are used it may be found that the 
rings will not enter the grooves at certain points. 
This is on account of distorted ring lands, from warp- 
ing, and is generally termed “wavy” lands. This con- 
dition may be corrected by using a ring land recon- 
ditioning tool. Or, new pistons may be installed. 
Never attempt to file or dress down the rings to make 
them fit the grooves. 

Using a micrometer, check the diameter of the pis- 
ton at the skirt. If this clearance exceeds the clear- 
ance recommended by the engine manufacturer it will 
be necessary to resize the piston. Several methods 
are available to do this work. Piston expanders may 
be used or one of the mechanical methods such as 
peening or a combination of expanding and setting 
with heat to the original size. As a general rule pis- 
tons do not wear appreciably but may and do collapse 

It is always best when overhauling an engine to 
install new piston pins. Most heavy-duty engines 
use pressure lubrication to the piston pins and con- 
sequently when wear occurs excess oil reaches the 
cylinder walls creating an additional burden on the 
piston rings. 

When fitting new piston pins to the piston it is 
necessary to consider the type of pins to insure the 
correct fit. 

When fitting an oscillating type of pin (one that 
is locked in the rod) where bushings are used in a 
cast iron piston, the pin should be a light push fit.

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IRES and tubes represent one 

of the largest items of expen- 

diture and take up a large 
portion of maintenance time in the 
operation of fleets. In fact, tires 
and tubes are a department by 
themselves in some fleets with a 
sufficient number of units to war- 
rant a set-up of one or more men 
engaged full time in inspections, 
repairs, and change-overs. Hence, 
FLEET OWNER has conducted an- 
other survey on the subject to de- 
termine current maintenance and 
mounting practices for fleet main- 
tenance superintendents. 

The first question in such a sur- 
vey was on the intervals for per- 
forming various items of service 
and inspection generally considered 
necessary to extend the life of tires 
and tubes and to avoid failures

when vehicles are out on the road. 

The results as to intervals of in- 
spections for cuts and snags, for 
checking of wheel alignment, for 
checking the mating of duals, and 
for checking air pressure of fleet 
operators answering the question 
are given in Fig. 1. 


Tire Rotating Practices 


The question also asked about 
practices on rotating tires, and 
checking tires when hot or cold. 
The results, on rotating of tires, 
were about 7.5% of the fleets do it 
weekly, about 12% monthly, while 
about 16.5% to do it on a longer 
time basis; about 5% do it every 
1,000 to 1,500 miles, about 34% at 
2,000 miles or longer; while about 
25% do it when needed. The pre- 
ponderant number of fleet operators 
answering the question check tire 
pressure when tires are cold. These 
fleets totaled over 79°, while about 
7.5% check when tires are hot, and 
almost 13°, check either hot or 
cold. 

Figures given in the graphs in 
Fig. 1, and in the paragraph above, 
represent definite answers among 
fleets having a regular service in- 
terval schedule. The percentages do 
not include those fleet operators 
having no answer for these ques- 
tions. When the overall answers 
are considered together there was 
a surprisingly high percentage of 
” indicative that by 
and large tire service could be im- 
proved through following regular 


“no answers, 


practices. 
For example, there was the ques- 
tion regarding rotation of tires. 


Manufacturers have long stressed 
the need for compensating for a 
different rate of wear between 
front and rear tires, and between 
tires on the right and on the left 
side of vehicles, by regularly 
switching them about. The cam- 
paigns were especially strong dur- 
ing the war years to get the last 
mile possible out of a casing. Yet, 
the current survey showed that only 
47% of all the fleets participating 
rotate tires on a regular basis, 
leaving 53° having “no answer” 
for the question. In a similar sur- 
vey prior to the war, about 66% 
of all fleets participating had rota- 
tion schedules, while 34% did not.

The next question was “Do you 
brand tires?” The results showed 
that 29.589 of the fleets do 
brand 66.9% do not, and 
3.52°, had no answer.

on tires?” was the next question. 
“Yes” replied 58.45% of the fleets; 
“no” replied 39.44%; and “no an- 
swer” replied 2.11%. 

The balancing of wheels is an- 
other important item of service, 
contributing to more even tire 
wear plus many other benefits such 
as greater safety and better steer- 
ing. Answers to this question 
showed that fleet operators are us- 
ing this service, for almost 61% 
of the fleets do balance wheels, 
while a little over 39% do not, and 
the number of “no answers” was 
negligible. 


Wide Rims Question 


The question of wide rims has 
been under consideration for many 
years, and last year the change- 
over was made with tire and rim 
manufacturers giving much atten- 
tion to the subject. A question 
about the change-over was included 
in the survey, and the results 
showed that 76% of the fleets had 
no difficulties, while 11.27% did, 
and 12.67% of the fleets had “no 
answer” to the question. 

Loss of air pressure is an ob- 
vious sign of potential danger 
ahead. This loss can be determined 
at the time of the regular air pres- 
sure check-up. If one tire on a unit 
shows a greater loss than others it 
is wise to follow-up such a lead to 
determine if some slow leak needs 
attention around the tube, at the 
stem, or in the valve. This danger 
signal is regarded by quite a num- 
ber of fleet operators, the survey

showed, for 45.77% do remove the 
tube for inspection when there is 
an appreciable loss. Fleet opera- 
tors who do not follow-up the dan- 
ger signal represented 50° of the 
total replies to the question, while 
4.23% of the operators have no 
definite schedule. 


Normal Pressure Drop 


A logical question was, “How 
much of a drop in pressure do you 
consider normal?” Obviously, a 
larger drop would be taken as the 
danger signal. The replies showed 
that a drop up to 2 lb. was consid- 
ered “normal” by 5.63° of the 
fleet operators; 3 to 5 Ib., by 
9.85°.; 5 to 8 lb., by 47.89%; 10 
lb. and over, by 18.31°; while 
18.31°% had no definite yardstick. 

“If you repair your own tubes, 
what method is used?” was the fol- 
lowing question. Hot patch, replied 
90.43°., cold patch, 6.08°.; both, 
3.49%. 

Fleet operators were then asked 
a group of questions dealing with 
retreading or recapping, and with 
the mounting of tires and tubes. 

One of these questions was 
“When you put a new casing, or a 
recap or retread casing, in service 
do you install a new tube?” Almost 
33°, do install a new tube, while 
over 67° do not. On the use of a 
new flap, 52.5% do and 47.5° do 
not. Fleet operators also clean 
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rims and flanges when tires are re- 
moved, as evidenced by 93% re- 
porting this practice, while 3.5% 
do not and the other 3.5% gave no 
answer. The same percentages ap- 
plied also on the question about 
making a thorough inspection of 
the casings when the tube is re- 
moved for repair. 

“If you retread or recap casings, 
how long do you run the new tire 
before the first retread or recap?” 
was another question. When the 
tires are almost bald reported over 
59% of the operators; when !x, to

Recaps or Retreads 


Fleet operators also were asked 
about how many recaps or retreads 
are given a tire before the casing 
is discarded. Almost 29° reported 
one retread or recap, two or three 
reported about 36% of the fleets, 
four or more reported about 3%, 
and no definite number from about 
33%. 

The survey shows that the ma 
jority of operators place new tires 
in service first on the front wheels, 
and recaps or retreads on the rear 
wheels. Here are the percentages 
on the question, “Do you place 
new casings in service first on:” 
front wheels, 55.6%; rear wheels, 
16.2%; either, 14.89; no definite 
policy, 13.4%. 

On the question about placing re- 
cap and retread casings in service 
the percentage break-up was front 
wheels, 12.7% ; rear wheels, 51.4°¢ ; 
either, 17.6°% and no definite pol- 
icy, 18.3%. 

The survey was participated in 
by 142 fleets from 25 states and 
Canada, representing 22 different 
types of fleet operation. There were 
21,325 vehicles represented in the 
survey or an average of 150 per 
fleet.

Ford Spring Installation 


Two inexpensive tools 
plus “know how” makes 
servicing easy on units 
with planar suspension. 
This article gives step-by- 
step procedures 


HE fellow who said springs for Ford half-ton 

trucks and cars were tough to install must have 

been doing it the “hard way.” Nowadays we all 
know that if you want to do a service job you can’t 
always do it with your bare hands, with a screw 
driver or a wrench. You have to be prepared for it, 
and that does for installing springs on Ford, Mercury, 
Lincoln, or Studebaker with planar suspension. 

Fortunately, the tools you need are inexpensive, but 
they put you in a position to save time and money 
when making these installations. 

Let’s remove and install a spring on a Ford half-ton 
truck. Let’s do it step by step, and I am sure you will 
agree with me that it’s a very simple job for one me- 
chanic without a helper. 

As you know, these springs are of the transverse 
type—one spring installed across the car instead of 
the conventional suspension with two springs each 
running lengthwise or longitudinally on each side of 
the car. So the procedure necessarily is different from 
that described in the February issue of FLEET OWNER. 

When removing a spring, first block the wheels of 
the vehicle, front and rear. Then jack up the car 
until the weight of the body has been taken off the 
springs.

For front springs, place the jack directly behind 
the wishbone or use two jacks, each placed under the 
right and left sides of the frame next the front. 

For rear springs, use two jacks, one on each side at 
the rear of the frame. 

Because of the way Ford springs are mounted with 
the central part of the spring in the channel of the 
cross-member, the spring has to be “flattened or 
spread” before it can be removed, except in the case 
where the main leaf is broken. 

Here’s where you need an inexpensive piece of 
equipment—a spring spreader. It consists of a steel 
screw chisel at one end fitting into a steel tube with a 
chisel attachment at the end and an adjusting screw. 
See Fig. 1. Loosen U-bolts removing the nuts, but do 
not remove the U-bolts unless they are defective and 
require replacement. 

See Fig. 2. Apply the spring spreader to the eyes of 
the spring as shown, adjusting the nut so that the 
chiseled ends fit firmly under the eyes. Then with the 
wrench turn the adjusting nut, spreading the spring. 
Then loosen and remove the shackle pins. This frees 
the spring. 

Remove it, handling it carefully and place it gently

on the floor or work table, watching carefully to see 
that the chiseled ends of the spreader are firmly under 
the eyes. Adjust nut on spreader bringing spring 
back to normal position, remove the spreader. 

At this point, it is advisable to check the shock ab- 
sorbers for proper freedom of action and resistance. 
If found defective, they should be replaced. The 
shock absorbers and springs work together to give 
proper damping action to the springs and to provide 
a smooth, easy ride. 

Also, check the bushings in the spring perch. Each 
bushing consists of an inner pin, a rubber sleeve and 
an outer shell. By the time the springs are worn and 
require replacement, the perch bushings, too, are fre- 
quently worn. With each deflection of the spring, the 
rubber sleeve works in the bushing. Eventually, the 
rubber loses the resiliency and cracks, breaks, and 
crumbles out requiring replacement. If the entire 
bushing does not come out easily, use a tapered punch 
or drift pin to remove the inner pin and the remnants

of the rubber. If the outer shell is rusted into the 
perch use the second special tool, the bushing remover. 
See Fig. 3. It’s just a chisel with a concaved end 
and two cutting points about 44-in. wide. 

Insert one of its edges between the perch and the 
shell. See Fig. 4, and tap with a hammer until a strip 
of the bushing is peeled back, which will enable you to 
pry loose and remove the shell without any difficulty. 
Before replacing the bushing, clean out the perch with 
sandpaper or a round file to remove rusted spots. 

Now, we are ready to install the new spring. It 
will save you a great deal of time and keep your lift

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free if you carry springs in stock for the popular 
models in your fleet. It will save “tie up” time of the 
vehicle. 

Make sure that the new spring corresponds with 
the old one in length, width, and arch making allow- 
ance for sagging. The length can be matched up with 
the old spring, but if part of the main leaf should be 
missing you can measure the length from the center 
of eye to center of eye following the curve of the 
main leaf. This length can be checked with specifica- 
tions for accuracy. Check also to see that they have 
the correct bushings

Turn the center bolt head so that its side runs par- 
allel to the edge of the spring, Fig. 5. Then place the 
spreader in the new spring and turn the adjusting 
nut until the proper length is reached. Place spring 
in position, fitting the center part of it into the chan- 
nel of the cross-member, placing the U-bolts in proper 
position. Adjust the nut of spreader until the spring 
eyes are in proper position with reference to the 
shackles. Place shackle bar or rear link on rear stud 
of perch bushing and turn pin of bushing so that link 
hangs at proper angle. Apply nut to keep it in place 
Insert the stud of the spring eye into lower end of the 
link,

How- 
ever, we know that steam cleaning 
before the work cuts time require- 
ment by approximately 20%.

If a frame break, connection slip, 
or other part is coated with dirt 
and dust, or with pitch, no matter 
how thorough the inspection the 
chances are against locating the 
hazard 


stantially by using only the pre- 
formed type of wire rope. First, 
we have never had a hand injury 
report from handling preformed 
rope. With a section of worn non- 
preformed rope, the broken surface 
wires flare and form barbs. 

When the preformed rope breaks 
on a machine, there is much less 
tendency to whip and never the 
hazard of a rapidly bushing end. 

Our more than 10 years’ experi- 
ence has proven that the longer 
life balances the higher cost. In 
fact on some equipment such as 
dozers, shovels, and for choker 
lines, we find that preformed gives 
us double the safe life we receive 
from non-preformed. 


Safety In Logging Fleet 


When the wire rope on a Car- 
riage, a shovel or dragline, or one 
of the lines used to hold the logs 
on a truck breaks, regardless of 
who is to blame, the finger points 
to the maintenance shop. 

In holding down the accident rate 
we have found that we gain sub-

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In the woods, on highway con- 
struction, and for our off-the-high- 
way trucks dust presents our big- 
gest accident hazard. 

For trucks, heavy-duty air filt- 
ers are installed. These must be 
serviced and cleaned three times 
each week. For the unit used on 
pavement, once each two weeks is 
sufficient. , 

Filter service consists of remov 
ing cleaner, washing in solvent, re- 
placing and a refill with clean oil 
This service requires approximately 
one hour per week three clean 
ings 

Once each weer k, regardless o! 
miles recorded, we flush out the 
crankcase, change the oil filter, and 
refill with fresh oil. This condition 
of heavy dust in the oil is not 
found where trucks are used on 
paved roads. 

The combination of pitch and 
dust produces an accident hazard. 
Once each month, with the steam 
cleaner, each truck, and all heavy 
equipment which can be brought to 
the shop, and all equipment on 
highway work which can be cleaned 
with a portable cleaner, is given a 
steam cleaning. 

For a carryall or dozer, or the 
average truck, this monthly steam 


cleaning requires approximately 
three hours. We use a_ special 
chemical in our steam cleaner 
which knocks the pitch. 

Also because of the dust condi- 
tion, we steam clean our engines 
weekly before making the tune-up 
inspection. Engines are inspected 
weekly for tune-up needs, and each 
four weeks a complete tune-up is 
given all units. This monthly tune- 
up requires approximately two 
hours and for trucks includes com- 
plete check of wiring, points, plugs, 
reset valves, check water system 
and front shutters which give au- 
tomatic temperature control for the 
engine, check fuel pump and clean 
pump screen. 

Since we have gone all-out in our 
campaign to fight dust our accident 
frequency rate has come down. For 
us, fighting dust is fighting acci- 
dents. 

This new safety regulation ap- 
plies to every piece of equipment 
on the job, in the woods, and used 
on the main highways and on our 
off-the-highway roads 

The conventional green or blue 
blends with the surroundings. We 
found that a great many accidents 
were chalked up to this error of 
nature’s camouflage 

While we still have some road 
building equipment which has not 
been repainted, and a few on-the- 
highway trucks, the program calls 
for 100°. vellow paint

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Decals Help Bakery Fleet 
Cut Truck In-The-Shop Time 


HE sooner a new or refinished truck can get out 
of the paint shop on the road where it is earning 
money for the company, the sooner the company 
can profit from its operation. Borck & Stevens, a 
bakery serving its home city, Bridgeport, as well as 
Waterbury and Hartford, Conn., decided this was so 
vears ago when it began using decals on its trucks. 

Before decals were used trucks were hand-lettered 
with signs on the back, front, and both sides. The 
signs identified the company and its products. 

Including drying time, weeks often passed before 
the sign painter would complete an entire truck and 
have it ready for service in the fleet. 

The sign painter was employed by the company. 
He did other repair work in the shop and the plant 
as well. Yet even when he could begin painting a 
truck as soon as it came in, two or three days passed 
before it could be placed in service. Thus, two or 
three days were lost. 

This was in 1934. Borck & Stevens was expanding. 
More and more trucks were being added to handle 
the increased sales from its wholesale, restaurant, and 
door-to-door delivery routes. 

Time wasted on this initial job was too costly to 
continue. Chester E. Borck, a son of James S. Borck, 
president and a founder, and present owner, heading 
the operation and maintenance department, decided to 
do something about it. He called upon a _ national 
nanufacturer of decals for help. 

As a result of the meeting decals were designed 
and made for the different positions on the trucks. 
Instructions for mounting them were given, and the

ouncil Meeting 
iscusses Position 
f Private Carriers 


HE protection of the rights 

of private carriers to operate 

their own trucks in the trans- 
portation of their own property is 
a major job of the National Council 
of Private Motor Truck Owners so 
H. V. Haley, president of the organ- 
ization, stated in his address open- 
ing the recent annual convention of 
the association. 

Thus, was the groundwork laid 
for a pattern of activity for the 
coming year aimed towards meet- 
ing the situation as events unfold 

“Private motor truck owners be- 
lieve that the for-hire carrier inter- 
ests of this country want to inject 
into the interpretation and admin- 
istration of the Motor Carrier Act 
a fantastic concept which, if ap- 
plied by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, would destroy the 
legal field of operation of private 
motor trucks on the highways of 
America. It would create in this 
country a for-hire carrier monop 
oly which is utterly inconsistent 
with our democratic principles of 
free enterprise,” said Mr. Haley, 
general transportation manager, P 
Ballantine & Sons, Newark, N. J 

Prof. John S. Worley, University 
of Michigan, pointed up the histori 
cal aspects of the rights of highway 
usage In an address which was fol 
lowed by discussions of fleet op 
erators. 

Private truck owners also heard 
addresses on the legislative situa 
tion, and elected officials for the 
coming year during the meeting 
held in Washington, D. C 

Congressman Fred A. Hartley, 
Jr., was the luncheon speaker, and 
innounced that he would seek to 
apply the anti-trust laws to labo. 
monopolies and that he will start 
hearings soon on a proposal to make 
it a federal offense to attempt to 
keep an individual from going to 


S4 


his job. The congressman, in dis- 
cussing the Taft-Hartley labor 
law, urged employers to make use 
of the provisions to discuss situa- 
tions with their employes. 

“Almost continuously since the 
passage of the Motor Carrier Act 
of 1935 efforts have been made to 
have legislation passed which would 
curtail the right of people to op- 
erate private trucks over our high- 
ways,” Professor Worley told the 
meeting. 

“Advantages have been sought 
through the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and in some instances 
through the federal courts. The de- 
cisions have hinged upon whether 
the operation was that of a private 
carrier, the hauling being incident 
al to one’s private business, or 
common and contract operation for- 
hire-‘compensation.’ 

“Much effort has been put forth 
to establish a warped and distorted 
definition of compensation whereby 
the owner of a private truck would 
be forbidden the use of the high- 
way, unless he had obtained a cer- 
tificate of convenience and neces- 
sity which, as a rule, he would not 
be able to secure 


“The issue is plain special ad- 


vantage to for-hire carriers,” he 
continued 

“Once this practice becomes es 
tablished, its application will not 
only cover the whole field of trans 
portation, but may extend to many 
other areas. If so, the Free Ente) 
prise System will no longer contai 
its values to the individual. 

“If the private interests—the 
for-hire carriers—that are seeking 
benefits to which they are not en- 
titled succeed, a practice will be 
legalized which may be used later 
to their injury or possible destruc- 
tion. The attempt on the part of

With Production Line System at Portland 


Consolidated Freightways, Inc., 
has completed a production line 
truck and trailer service and main- 
tenance system at the Portland, 
Ore., freight terminal. 

The system is part of the com- 
pany’s expansion program which 
includes new and improved termin- 
als and facilities, new and im- 
proved equipment repair and main- 
tenance, and additions to the fleet. 

Big feature of the new Portland 
service line is its mass production 
plan which is similar to methods 
used in assembly lines in motor car 
and airplane factories. 

First, the company’s big trucks 
and trailers enter a building 60 ft. 
in width by 146 ft. in length. Here 
they pass over any one of three 
pairs of parallel pits 60 ft. in 
length and 42 in. in depth. 

This is where the drivers’ com- 
plaints and reports of needed re- 
pairs are taken care of. At the 
same time the various mechanical 
units in these trucks and trailers 
are given a preventive maintenance 
which is pre-determined 
on a mileage basis. At these first 
pits, too, careful and thorough di- 
agnosis of the necessity for further 
maintenance work is prescribed. 

When these preliminary steps are 
completed, the equipment moves to 
a second pit, designated as the lu- 
Trucks and trailers 
are given thorough lubrication at 
the end of each trip as part of the 
maintenance program. 

Average time that it takes to 
complete operations on one truck 
and trailer is 1 hour and 15 min- 
utes In other words, by employ- 
ing the three sets of pits, one truck

line every 25 minutes of the work- 
ing day, all serviced and ready to 
work. 

In another section of the shop, 
called the service floor, transmis- 
sions, differentials, engines, and 
other units are removed when they 
have accumulated certain mileages, 
or when service line diagnosis de- 
termines need for replacement due 
to wear or failure.

This unit replace- 
ment system, part of the preventive 
maintenance program, reduces road 
failures and resultant schedule de- 
lays and lessens tieup time at 
shops.

After the mechanical units, such 
as engines, transmissions, differen- 
tials, air compressors, etc., all 
needing special attention, are re- 
moved on the service floor, they are 
disassembled and sent to the clean- 
ing section. 

When cleaned, certain components 
of the mechanical units are routed 
for testing. Parts such as crank- 
shafts, pistons, connecting rods, 
cylinder blocks and cylinder heads 
are tested. Those that stand the 
test are made available for use as 
replacements, and those defective 
go into the unit rebuild shop for 
repair or discard. Eight spare re- 
conditioned engines are kept on 
hand at all times to take care of 
emergencies. 

Trucks are given regular power 
tests by means of a dynamometer 
The driving wheels of the trucks 
are placed on rollers and tested 
under conditions that are similar 
to actual road operations. Here 
can be determined the power output 
of the engine, condition of trans- 
missions, and other defects. 

Mechanical units removed at the 
service floor are sent to the unit 
rebuild shop after disassembly and 
testing. The entire unit rebuild 
shop is departmentalized into high- 
ly specialized sections in which 
technicians apply their skills and 
experience to the exacting job of 
turning out perfect mechanical 
units. 

One section is devoted to engine 


assembly only. Adjoining is space 
used for reconditioning rods, pis- 
tons, and valves.

In a matter of a few hours a com- 
plete operating engine is assembled 
by expert motor men with new or 
reconditioned parts. This process 
involves a supply line from an ad- 
joining section in which specialists 
recondition rods, rings and pistons, 
rebore sleeves, grind valves, and 
fit connecting rods with bearings. 

Still another special section re- 
builds the fuel pumps, injectors, 
and rocker arms. This section is 
equipped with a fuel pump test 
stand and an injector testing ma- 
chine. 

In another section technicians 
repair and rebuild starters, gen- 
erators and other electrical appa- 
ratus. After repair these units 
are tested under simulated operat- 
ing conditions. 

Still another group of experts 
specializes in reconditioning trans- 
missions and differentials. This 
section is equipped with a power- 
operated press developing 80 tons 
pressure for pressing out bearings, 
bushings, ring gears, rivets, and 
other parts. 

The “break-in” room for new and 
rebuilt Diesel engines is another 
interesting link in this Portland 
mass production setup. Here the 
engines are seasoned by means of 
a water turbine which puts a load 
against the horsepower of Diesel 
power units so they can be broken 
in under controlled conditions. 

The break-in room is enclosed in 
a sound-proof hollow tile building 
in close proximity to the machine 
shop. This method makes it pos- 
sible for Consolidated Freightways 
to break in a Diesel engine under 
observation in their own plant in- 
stead of placing it in operation out 
on the highway, where unfavorable 
conditions may develop at a time 
when they cannot be adjusted by 
experts. 

The new “assembly line” shop at 
Portland is closely coordinated with 
the plant’s new “merry-go-round” 
freight terminal.

The Killfeather fleet is a bright 
red in color with the copyrighted 
trade-mark upon the cab door. It 
has a staff of 45 persons among 
which are 34 drivers, four mechan- 
ics, three office staff, one body 
builder, one painter, and two help- 
ers. As proof of the fairness of the 
company under Mrs. Killfeather to- 
wards her employes, it is note- 
worthy that some of her drivers 
have been with the company for 30 
years. 

Mrs. Killfeather, believing that 
to standardize in a few makes of 
trucks would prove profitable, built 
a fleet entirely composed of two 
makes, thus decreasing the amount 
of repair parts and stock consider- 
ably. During the war years this 
policy proved particularly helpful 
for it kept the fleet on the move 
when the parts were scarce. 

Besides specializing in city cart- 
age business, the company expanded 
to highway transport and has one of 
the largest, most powerful tow cars. 
It has paid for itself twice over in 
hauling other transport companies 
equipment out of trouble. The crane 
on the tow-truck has a lifting ca- 
pacity of over 10 tons. 

The Killfeather fleet covers a ter-

daily inspection, preventing rusting 
of metal parts and rotting of the 
wood bodies. 

The fleet’s tires come in for a 
weekly inspection by the chief me- 
chanic, and receive a monthly check 
up by the traveling tire engineer. 
The individual truck driver is held 
responsible for seeing that the 
proper tire inflation is kept at all 
times, and must report to the gar- 
age superintendent every night as 
he checks in his truck. At this time 
he must also bring the superin- 
tendent’s attention to any other 
servicing that the truck may need. 

Mrs. Killfeather believes that if 
you give a person a feeling of re- 
sponsibility he will take better care 
of your equipment, hence all drivers 
must keep a close check up on their 
respective trucks and report nightly 
on their operating condition. 

Tires are allowed to run 35,000 
miles and are removed for a recap 
They are then run another 40,000 
miles on the highway. After that, 
they are placed on city trucks until 
they are finally scrapped. 

The city trucks are lubricated 
and the crankcase oil changed every 
30 days, or 1,000 miles, whichever 
comes first. The same services are 
performed on highway units every 
week, or 1,000 miles. 

The engines are checked over 
every 30,000 miles and at 50,000 
miles are changed for rebuilt units. 
The old ones go back to the garage 
for rebuilding. The company always 


LOS 


keeps a stock of three of each size 
engines at all times ready for an 
instant changeover. 

The engine tune-ups are a con- 
tinuous process, the mechanics tak- 
ing the fleet in rotation. The pro- 
gram averages a weekly tune-up for 
each unit. 

Brake shoes are rebuilt in the 
garage and brake drums turned 
down on the brake drum lathe, the 
stock room always having ample 
supply of extra shoes on hand when 
needed. 

All new drivers are given a moral 
as well as driving test before being 
engaged. They are then assigned 
as an assistant and travel with a 


regular driver until they are en- 
tirely familiar with the business of 
handling customers, loading and 
unloading the trucks, and prove 
their reliability to the satisfaction 
of the company. 

The first of November of each 
year sees the entire fleet winter- 
ized, anti-freeze being placed in 
newly flushed cooling system, a 
heavier battery being put in the 
truck, tire chains being placed in 
the tool box, and the lubricants 
changed. 

During the winter months the 
garage mechanics put on the chains 
during the night and see that all 
links are strong enough to carry 
through the day. 

The fleet handles some half mil- 
lion tons annually, specializing 
mostly on three products, paints, 
tin cans, and chemicals. The chem- 
icals require specially trained 
drivers to handle the cargo. 

Mrs. Killfeather says that her 
fleet carries more tin cans than any 
other trucking company in the 
province of Quebec. Nine trucks 
are continuously on the go hauling 
this commodity. Mrs. Killfeather 
says other truckers joking refer to 
her fleet as the “Tin-Can Fleet.” 

Tin-can fleet or not, all truckers 
take off their hats to the courage 
and skill with which Mrs. Mary 
Killfeather took over a man-size 
business, successfully modernized 
it, and brought it through the 
heartbreaking years of the war so 
that her son would be able to take 
over on his return from serving his 
country in the armed forces.

The AC generating system uses 
an alternator with rectified output, 
and a voltage and current regula- 
tor to control the electrical system. 
The alternator, Type 5058-G3, is 
a three-phase, variable frequency 
unit externally excited by the bat- 


tery supply. It is capable of deliv- 
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ering approximately 80 amp, 7.0 
volts (rectified output) at 1500 rpm 
rotor speed. The nominal rating, 
based on average load requirements 
and good rectifier performance, has 
been established at 7.0 volts, 60 
amperes (DC). The same alter- 
nator, used on a 12-volt system, de- 
livers 14.0 volts, 100 amperes, at 
1660 rpm rotor speed.

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In order for the rectifier to re- 
ceive the proper amount of cooling 
throughout its life, it must be kept 
clean. It should be cleaned at least 
once each month by blowing com- 
pressed air between the plates to 
remove any deposit of dust and 
dirt. By so doing it will be un- 
necessary to remove the rectifier 
for extensive cleaning until a de- 
posit of grease and dirt which will 
not blow off accumulates. For a 
thorough cleaning of the rectifier, 
remove it from the vehicle and 
clean between the plates with a bot- 
tle brush or rag. Do not use a 
screwdriver or other sharp object 
to force the cloth between the 
plates. Do not soak the brush or 
rag in a solvent. Clean the recti- 
fier dry. Do not soak the rectifier 
in commercial engine cleaners or it 
may break down electrically after 
a short period of operation follow- 
ing the cleaning. To provide proper 
protection for the rectifier during 
engine cleaning it must be removed 
from the vehicle.

The American Welding Society 
has issued “Standard Welding Sym- 
bols and Rules For Their Use.” 

In the 1947 standard the method 
of presentation has been revised 
from a form of rules, as presented 
in the 1942 standard, to a step-by- 
step presentation in lecture-type 
form. In addition to the improved 
method of presentation, the rules 
have been expanded to include a 
means of indicating welds having 
root penetration. Other features 
are the dropping of the confusing 
terms “near side” and “far side” 
from the nomenclature, the addi- 
tion of 45 illustrations showing the 
various application of the symbols, 
and a chert which provides a com- 
pact summary of the use of the 
welding symbols for ready refer- 
ence. It is expected that inspection 
symbols, which are now being con- 
sidered, will follow the general pat- 
tern of the welding symbols, so that 
combined welding and inspection 
symbols can be indicated on a 
drawing.

not equipped with power braking, 
whereas big trucks are almost uni- 
versally so equipped. 

“The light truck, in spite of the 
fact that it is operated mostly in 
city traffic with numerous stops on 
delivery and pick-up service, has 
no less need for the best possible 
brake performance,” he said. 

“Another way of expressing the 
same relation is that, with the same 
foot pressure, the big truck will 
stop in approximately half the dis- 
tance as the smaller one which does 
not have power braking.” 

Mr. Santry said that this is an 
illogical situation that is due to be 
corrected. He explains that it has 
come about because big vehicles 
have been obliged to have power 
brakes whereas it is possible for 
smaller vehicles to do without them. 
The fact, however, that drivers can 
push hard enough to stop small 
trucks does not mean that it is 
necessarily wise from the stand- 
point of operating economy or 
safety to require them to do so. 
He stated that in the past, power 
braking has been somewhat costly 
and complicated to install. The 
remedy is to supply operators of 
small trucks with a power brake 
suited to their vehicles—easy to in- 
stall and low in cost. 

Mr. Santry indicated that the 
Bendix Corp. is planning to do 
something about the situation in 
the way of introducing a new prod- 
uct specifically engineered to furn- 
ish a suitable power brake for light 
trucks. It is understood further 
announcements will be made by the 
Bendix Corp. soon.

If the piston is not bushed the pin should be a free 
fit. 

In aluminum alloy pistons (with the exception ol 
Lo-Ex) the pin should be a heavy push fit. 

Full floating type (in cast iron pistons) the pin 
should be a heavy push fit. 

With aluminum alloy pistons (with the excep 
tion of Lo-Ex) the piston is heated in boiling water 
or on a heating plate and the pin should be a light 
push fit. 

Set screw type—fit the pin the same as for a full 
floating type. 

Lo-Ex pistons—the pin should be a light tap fit 
in the set screw boss of the piston and a light push 
fit in the other boss. 

After the pistons have been reconditioned and new 
pins fitted, the assembly must be checked for align 
ment in an alignment fixture for this purpose. If a 
rod is out of square with the piston assembly which 
is working in the cylinder bore supposedly square with 
the crankshaft, an extra load is imposed on the beat 
ing and the bearing is bound to wear very rapidly 
and excessively on one side. This condition will onl) 
bring on the same condition which originally existed 
in the engine because the excessive wear on the bea 
ing and the crankshaft journal will cause oil throw 
off to the extent that the piston rings will not be 
able to meet the demands made on them. If a cor 
necting rod shows more than a slight misalignment 
the rod should be replaced. 


When reassembling the engine and using the old 
bearings it is necessary to check the clearance be 
tween the bearing and the crankshaft journal by

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Labor Department Reports 
Heavy-Duty Truck Driving 


Prospects Are “Meager™ 


The United States Department of Labor has issued 
a report based on a recent survey of heavy-duty 
‘uck driving and finds that the job prospects are 
‘meager,” that the field is now crowded, and that 
annual openings are about 25,000 jobs. 

Following is a summary of the report issued by the 
Department: 


Job prospects for heavy-truck drivers are now poor, 
according to a recent survey made by the United 
States Employment Service. Demand for additional 
workers is modest; only a slight expansion is planned 
Replacement needs are few. The field is now crowded 
with fully and partially qualified job-seekers, a great 
many of whom are veterans. Employment oppor 
tunities for new workers will continue to be limited 
for the next few vears. 

Continued long-range uptrend in the use of heavy 
trucks for cargo transportation, however, may open 
up some 10,000 jobs annually, the survey disclosed 
An estimated 15,000 more will be hired to replace 
deaths and separations. Nevertheless, neither expan- 
sion nor replacement needs are expected to absorb the 
present surplus of heavy-truck drivers. 

Current employment of drivers of heavy trucks (3 
tons or more, including semi-trailers and trailers) is 


estimated to be between 300.000 and 350,000—a con 
siderable increase over pre-war levels and somewhat 
above high war-time employment. 

Heavy-truck drivers are employed in many indus 
tries but are most heavily concentrated in trucking 
ind warehousing for hire. The occupation is also 
important in construction, wholesale and retail distri- 
bution, petroleum extraction and marketing, logging, 
sawmills, and in all types of mining ad quarrying 

Earnings are usually higher in over-the-road driving 
and for larger trucks as determined by capacity, gross 
weight, number of axles, or type of vehicle (truck, 
semi-trailer, or trailer). Drivers on construction work 
and petroleum distribution often get top wages in 
the area for the occupation. Geographic differentials 
prevail in the usual pattern, with wage rates generally 
below the national average in southern states and 
above in west coast states. Workers covered by union 
agreement almost always have higher basic hourly or 
mileage rates than noncovered workers 

In local trucking, wages are generally computed by 
the hour, sometimes by the week, and occasionally by 
the month. For over-the-road hauls, drivers may be 
offered a flat sum for the trip or may be paid by the 
hour, by the mile, or by combination of both to 
allow for driving and other work duty. 

On the whole, earnings are high. Hourly rates for 
experienced workers are predominantly between $1 
and $1.50 although they range from a low of 70¢ 
to a high of over $2. Weekly take-home pay is strongly 
influenced by the hours worked and by provisions for

Buahner Reviews 
1947 Operations 


Following is a review of 1947 truck operations by 
Ed. J. Buhner, president of the American Trucking 
Associations: 

Two major developments in the motor carrier field 
during 1947 stand out in my mind above all others. 
They are: (1) the new records set by the trucking 
industry in the volume of freight handled and the 
number of vehicles operated, and (2) the great strides 
that were made toward close coordination of truck 
service with air cargo service. 

Three factors combined to give the industry its 
peak vear, topping even the war-time record set in 
1943. They were the heavy production of civilian 
goods, a constantly-growing demand for truck service 

following a trend that began shortly after the first 
World War—and the production of a record number of 
new trucks. 

Actual data on volume of freight handled are avail- 
able, of course, only for the for-hire branch of the 
trucking industry. A competent check shows, however, 
that as production mounts, manufacturers are depend- 
ing more and more heavily on their privately-owned 
fleets of trucks to transport their goods. 

Figures compiled by the American Trucking Asso- 
ciations’ department of research showed the truck- 
loading index, based on the monthly average for 1938 
through 1940 as representing 100, stood at 204 for 
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the first 10 months of 1947. That compares with an 
average of 183 for the first 10 months of 1946, or an 
increase of 11.5%, and with an average of 187 for the 
first 10 months of 1943, the previous record year, or 
an increase of 9.1°.. 

Although final figures for the full year are not yet 
available, the index figure for 1947 probably will be 
within one or two points of the 10-month average 
either up or down. The full-year index for 1946 was 
184 and for 1943 was 186. 

The Public Roads Administration has estimated the 
total number of trucks in operation at the end of the 
year would be 6,492,000, an increase of 19.7% over the 
5,423,000 trucks registered at the end of 1946, and an 
increase of 34.3¢, during the two years since the 
end of World War II.

Reaching ALL Types of Fleets 
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In the field of air cargo, comprehensive plans were 
developed to provide a new, high-speed transportation 
service into every community in the United States. 
They culminated two years of exhaustive studies by 
a joint committee composed of representatives of ATA 
and Air Cargo, Inc., which represents the 18 certi- 
ficated air lines. 

Significantly, the air and truck lines involved in 
plans for closely coordinated service will retain com- 
plete independence of ownership and management. 
The motor carriers are to provide land transporta- 
tion between airports and the point of origin or ulti- 
mate destination of shipments which are handled by 
air between airport cities. 

One of the major obstacles to such combined service 
was removed by Congress at its last session, when it 
amended the Civil Aeronautics Act to permit estab- 
lishment of through routes between the carriers with- 
out publication of joint rates. Under the new plans, 
shippers will be required to make their arrangements 
only with the carrier to which they give their ship- 
ments. 

Similar discussions have been going on for some 
time with the independent air lines affiliated with the 
Airfreight Association and the same type of agree- 
ment is expected to be reached within the near future. 

ATA has insisted for vears that less-carload rates 
of the railroads have consistently reflected an actual 
out-of-pocket loss, and were maintained at low levels 


this situation has been recognized both by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, and even more important, 
by the railroads themselves. 

If this observation is correct, for-hire carriers are 
bound to have healthier competition ahead of them. 

Another development was the renewal of efforts to 
win congressional approval of plans calling for inte- 
gration of various types of transportation into a single 
system, under a single operating company. Such plans 
clearly would lead to monopolies in transportation and 
are contrary to the present National Transportation 
Policy, written into the Interstate Commerce Act by 
congress. Nevertheless, seven bills were introduced 
at the last session of congress and each of them would 
fairly be considered an opening wedge leading to un- 
restricted integration. 

Although none of them won congressional approval, 
they certainly will be presented again when congress 
opens its regular session early in January. 

In the field of safety, ATA’s activities were stepped 
up during the year under a 10-point national highway 
courtesy and safety campaign. Hundreds of awards 
were presented to truck drivers all over the country. 

Other safety activities of the association included 
the National Truck Roadeo, a driving competition held 
annually in conjunction with ATA’s convention, the 
sights on safety campaign which provides for mer- 
chandise awards to drivers for their safety records,
